Individually we abe not 
prosperous. 
W e have 
a 
nation 
wealth of $*1,400 for every family,

W e have a fusional 
income equal to 1.750 dollars for 
every family, but the average fam ­ 
ily income is less than 1.000 dol­ 
lars.

here, P. W. Horn, superintendent 
of schools at Houston. Texas, ex­ 
plained that “It was a provision fo* 
the needs of those 
children 
for 
whom neither elem entary school 
nor high school made provisions.” 
He mentioned the following m eans 
by which it proposes to reach this 
group of pupils: 
“Methods of 
instruction 
more 
m ature than those generally used 
in elem entary schools, yet less m a­ 
ture and less like university m e­ 
thods than those commonly used 
in the high schools. 
‘ Methods of discipline and con­ 
trol that are not such as are gen­ 
erally used with 
small 
children, 
and yet not such as are sometimes 
used in hi .rh schools. 
“Keeping ;n schools through this 
period many boys and girls who 
would ordinarily drop out en ac­ 
count of lack of provision for their 
needs, at this special time. 
‘‘Furnishing a convenient stop­ 
ping place for those 
pupils 
who 
cannot rem ain in high school four 
years, keeping them in school at 
least a year or two longer than 
they would otherw ise stay and al­ 
lowing them to drop out at the 
end of th at tim e with at least a 
fairly good equipment for entering 
into the competitions of the mod­ 
ern industrial world. 
‘‘Furnishing more men teachers 
for boys of the upper grades in in 
term ediate schools. 
“Allowing 
brighter 
seventh 
grade pupils to begin w ork in cer­ 
tain high schools .subjects sooner 
than they otherwise would. 
“Laying greater em phasis upon 
education along 
industrial 
linos 
and along physical lines. 
“Laying greater em phasis upon 
the treatm en t of the child as an 
individual than seems to be possi­ 
ble in the average large city high 
school of the ordinary type.”

food on which the cattle can bf 
nourished and fattened. 
A m ini­ 
mum amount of sugar, since less 
than the usual 
supply 
of sugar 
beets was raised 
in 
1916, and a 
part of the supply has to go to­ 
ward 
m aking 
chemicals. 
An al­ 
most complete failure of the po­ 
tato crop, so that the bread ration 
is to be “ stretched” w ith barley in­ 
stead of potato flour, to the conse 
fluent diminishing of the beer pro­ 
duction. 
An almost negligible sup­ 
ply of coffee 
and a very slender 
amount of tea. 
On the credit side of the ledger 
stand the 
vegetables 
that were 
raised in 
great 
quanities during 
the past summer, 
and that with 
German 
thoughtfulness 
and sys­ 
tem have 
been 
dried 
in great 
quantities, and w ill 
be available 
for the 
wanter. 
Likew ise stored 
up as a substitute for butter. Tin 
substitute is very poor, but better 
than nothing. 
The average German w ill insis 
that Rum ania stands on the credit 
side of the ledger too, and that it 
is a big item. 
But it is extremely 
probable that the amount of food 
found in Rum ania is far smaller 
than had been anticipted. 
Turkey, 
Bulgaria, H ungary 
and Australia, 
all also have a claim on whatever 
there may be. 
Though Germany 
is running the m ilitary situation in 
Rumania, 
Germ any 
is very far 
away. H er authorities have known 
for weeks that there w’as little to 
expect from 
Rumania, and have 
tried to break the evil news gent 
Iv. 
First came the announcement 
that the size of 
the supplies cap­ 
tured was unknown, then the word 
that what ever 
might 
be found 
would not be 
used 
but kept as a 
reserve. 
It is. of c o u r se , the big German 
cities that are suffering, and tha 
are 
going to 
suffer increasingly 
as the 
war 
continues. 
Lack of 
transportation 
facilities is an in 
creasingly important factor. 
Germ any, which before the war 
had somewhat more 
than ample 
freight cars for its own needs, now 
has to make the same number of 
cars, approximately, do for all of 
the German empire, nearly all of 
Belgium , northern France, all Po­ 
land, and a big piece of Russia, In 
addition to Serbia, Montenegro and 
the biggest half of Rumania. 
Only 
a relatively small number of cars 
captured in 
Belgium 
have beer. 
added to tho German rolling stool;. 
As the w’ar has gone on the con­ 
dition of this rolling stock has de­ 
teriorated 
steadily, 
and scarcely 
any of it has 
been replaced.

shortage of oils has

lowed the advice too literally, and 
Germany awoke to find that she 
had hardly more than enough su­ 
gar for purposes other than food. 
So Hie big cities are in part living 
on saccharine now, and there isn’t 
enough of that. 
The coffee 
“ stretching” process 
began last spring, 
and has con 
tinned 
so 
diligently 
that 
real 
coffee 
is 
an 
almost 
unattain­ 
a b le 
rarity, 
and 
the 
average 
“ coffee”
